THE CONJUNCTIVE PHRASE

(Al-'aatif wal-ma'toof) 
The letters of Atf : أذ‎ / 5 


The Purpose: 
- To tie together two nouns, phrases, or ideas. 


Rule of l'raab: 7 

The noun after the letter of "atf" (otherwise known as the conjunctions "and"/"or" و/ أو‎ ) follow 
the noun preceding the letter of atf in its i’raab. 

For example:
